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City Trustees in Regular Session 
fosta Wants More Money; Steel 
Co. Asks Rond Extension. 




The city trustees will sit as a board 
of equalization next Monday at 10 
a. m. At that time any persons wish¬ 
ing to protest their assessment may 
appear at the city hall to do so. Judg¬ 
ment will be placed on their claims 
and adjustment made where such is 
considered necessary. 

The board met in regular session 
Monday night. There was little of a 
striking or unusual nature to take up 
the time of the city fathers, though 
many matters, largely of a routine i 
nature, prolonged the session to un- ; 
usual length. 

J. M. Costa, who has the contract 
for street cleaning, addressed a letter 
to the board in which he asked for an j 
increase in pay for this work. Mr. 
Costa based his claim largely on the 
cost at present price of hay of keeping 
a horse for the street cleaning wagon. 
This request was taken under advise¬ 
ment. An answer will probably be 
given Mr. Costa at the next meeting 
of Jhe board. In the meantime the 
trustees are planning on going over 
the street cleaning situation thor¬ 
oughly. Mr. Costa’s contract calls for 
certain sections of the town to be 1 
swept at stated number of times a 
week or a month and does not take ip 
much of the northern part of the city 
where paving has been laid since the 
street cleaning contract was drawn. 
When the matter is adjusted a new 
contract will probably be drawn, tak¬ 
ing in more of the city streets and re¬ 
arranging the time when the several 
sections shall be swept. 

A communication was received from 
the Pacific Coast Steel Company, ask¬ 
ing that the road leading to its plant i 
from Swift avenue be extended to 
Butler road, near the Edwards wire 
works. The steel company stated that 
because of the fact that traffic to and 
from its plant was constantly increas- i 
ing, it needed an outlet in the other ! 
direction, it was brought out that ; 
the road to the steel mill is not a 
public highway. City Clerk Mc- 
Sweeney was instructed to advise the ! 
steel company that for this reason the 
matter should be taken up with the 
South San Francisco Land and Im¬ 
provement Company instead of the j 
city, but to assure the steel company 
that the city officials would be glad to j 
co-operate to get the road. 

A certificate from the city hall 
architects was presented, showing the 
I sum of $9039 due the contractors for 
work on the city hall. The city clerk 
was instructed to draw a warrant for ! 

| that amount. This is the sixth pay- 1 
j ment on the new building. 

The Larsen-Sampson Company, the 
J contractors now engaged in building ' 
the city hall, addressed a letter to the I 
I hoard asking an extension of time on ^ 
their contract. The building firm ; 
stated that because of the difficulty in j 
, getting labor and material it had been 
impossible to finish the work in con¬ 
tract time. An extension of sixty days 
J was given, with the proviso that the ] 
contractors' sureties offer no objec- j 
j tion. 

A letter was read from the South 
[ San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, '• 
asking whether there would be a room 
j in the new city hall available for 
I headquarters for the Chamber. The 
j letter stated the Chamber proposed to 
have such headquarters fitted up with 
! a permanent exhibit setting forth the 
advantages of South San Francisco as 
a home town and as an industrial 
center; that an attendant would be 
kept in charge of the place to meet 
all visitors and to send out literature 
1 to all seeking information, and that it 
was believed such a headquarters 
would be an important factor in the 
future growth and development of the 
city. Secretary Speed of the Cham¬ 
ber, who was present, was informed 
that the trustees would be glad to go

The final phase of San Francisco’s 
long tight for an industrial area that 
will give it an equal chance with Oak¬ 
land in securing manufacturing 
plants began Thursday morning at 10 
a. in., when the Railroad Commission 
of California took up the hearing of 
the South San Francisco switching 
case. This hearing was first held in 
February, 1918, but before a decision 
could be banded down the war and 
federal control of railroads inter¬ 
vened and deprived the state commis¬ 
sion of jurisdiction. In the mean¬ 
time San Francisco won its point be¬ 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission, which decision, with respect 
to the interstate shipments, gave San 
Francisco an industrial area within 
which to locate factories equal to the 
industrial area of Oakland, and now 
there remain only two important in¬ 
trastate adjustments to be decided. 

Upon the Railroad Commission's de¬ 
cision on these two points, local 
manufacturers say, will depend 
largely the chance of San Francisco 
to compete succesfully with Oakland 
for new Industries. 

In outline the switching case is 
this: On Hit' east side of the bay, for 
years, the Oakland switching limits 
have included Elmhurst, which is 9.9 
miles from Oakland wharf, and the 
railroads, by failing to include terri¬ 
tory an equal distance from San 
Francisco wharves on the west side of 
the bay, have charged twice us much 
to switch a carload of freight from 
South San Francisco to Sun Fran¬ 
cisco, 9.3 miles, as they have charged 
to switch a car of freight from Elm- 
burst to Oakland wharf. Thus at the 
time of the first hearing in this case, 
on shipments such as ferro man¬ 
ganese, ferro silicon, etc., from an¬ 
other state, destined to Elmhurst, the 
traffic was moved to Oakland and 
then switched back to Elmhurst, there 
being no charge for the switching be¬ 
cause Elmhurst was within Oakland 
switching limits. The same shipment, 
if destined to South San Francisco, 
would move to San Francisco’s break¬ 
up yard at Buy Shore and then be 


The county supervisors met in 
regular session Monday with all mem¬ 
ber present except Supervisor Joseph 
Francis, who is still too ill to attend. 

The regular monthly reports of 
county officers were read and ap -1 
proved. 

The report of County Horticultural 
Commissioner H. E. Woodworth 
showed 7001 tres and shrubs inspect¬ 
ed, while 483 visits had been made to 
advise and help In spraying. 

J. E. Eubanks, superintendent of 
the county hospital and farm, showed 
fifty-five inmates cared for during 
July, six of whom were discharged, 
while two died. 

Judge Edw. F. Fitzpatrick of Red¬ 
wood City presented a petition signed 
by T. E. Johnson and fourteen others, 
asking for the abandonment and clos¬ 
ing of certain streets, avenues and 
roads in the tract known as Lobetos 
Colony, situated on a part of the John 
Meyn ranch in the Fourth township. 
The petition was filed and a hearing 
in the above matter set for Tuesday, 
September 20, 1920, at 10 a m. 

Judge Fitzpatrick addressed the 
board in the matter of the formation 
of the fire district in the unincor¬ 
porated town of Colma. He was 
seeking information relative to the \ 
proceedings that had been passed by 
the board in the formation of the 
district, which he said embraced prac¬ 
tically all the territory of the First 
township with the exception of the 
incorporated towns, and included all 
the cemeteries, the Spring Valley 
•Water Company’s holdings, thee D. O. 
Mills estate, the Thornton ranch, the 
property of James L. Flood, Baden 
Company, Jersey Farm, and others. 
The records of the board, as far as he 
could find, only showed that a petition 
had been presented to the supervisors 
in October, 1919, calling for the ap¬ 
pointment of tiro commissioners, 
which petition had been received and 
filed. Mrs. Nash, the clerk, informed 
the board that no further proceedings 
had been received, although she 
understood that an election to vote 
on the formation of the district had 
been held. 

The matter was referred to District 
Attorney Swart for a written report 
sa to the legality of the proceedings 
so far in the matter and also as to 
the board's position regarding the 
levying of a tax to provide for the 
necessary appartus. 

Miss Anne Bell Bailey, county 
librariun. submitted recommendations 
for remuneration of employees of the 
county library. The recommenda¬ 
tions were approved and the salaries 
allowed. 

A communication was received from 
County Superintendent of Schools Roy 
W. Cloud, in which he notified the 
board that the average attendance in 
the Laguna school district, Byrnes’ 
store in the Second township, had 
been less than five during 1919-1920, 
and recommending the temporary sus¬ 
pension of the school, in accordance 
with the requirements of the law. 

The recommendation of the school 
superintendent was accepted.

BIG RATE CASE.

Oakland side of the bay. This condi¬ 
tion of rates practically prohibits the 
location of certain industries, such as 
the canning industry, at South San 
Francisco, and creates an inducement 
for it to locate in the Elmhurst dis¬ 
trict, because freight from Vacaville 
and the Napa county territory would 
be required to pay a higher rate to 
South San Francisco. 

The industrial importance of this is 
indicated by the fact that the Oak¬ 
land side thus gets a big rate advan¬ 
tage in any industry which would 
draw its raw material from the above- 
described area in which the dis¬ 
crimination exists. Likewise indus¬ 
tries locating in the South San Fran¬ 
cisco district, although nearer to San 
Francisco than Elmhurst to Oakland, 
are at a disadvantage in distributing 
their products to points within the 
above-described tehritory. 

A discrimination in local switching 
charges, according to local manufac- j 
turers, casts a heavy burden upon 
both manufacturers and wholesalers ; 
on this side of the bay. An Oakland 
manufacturer can switcli his product, 
in carloads, from a factory at Elm¬ 
hurst to his Oakland warehouse or to 
a wholesale house in Oakland or vice 
versa for 30 cents per ton, whereas a 
manufacturer on this side of the bay,, 
for a haul only about half as long 
(Bay §hore and San Francisco 5.2 I 
miles) must pay 60 cents per ton, or 
twice as much. 

These conditions, according to San 
Francisco business leaders, must be j 
changed if San Francisco is to have i 
a fair chance to compete with Oak¬ 
land for business growth. 

The South San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce, by resolution dated 
March 23, 1920, authorized the action 
against the Southern Pacific Company 
to compel the extension of the San 
Francisco switching limits to include 
South Sun Francisco. The resolution 
declares that the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, in its decision in 
a compauion proceeding brought be¬ 
fore it by the Chamber, held that 
South San Francisco was entitled to 
the same switching rates on inter¬ 
state traffic as Oakland and Los An¬ 
geles, and in pursuance to said de¬ 
cision the interstate rates were ad¬ 
justed September 1, 1919, AND THAT 
THE PRESENT ACTION BEFORE 
THE CALIFORNIA RAILROAD COM¬ 
MISSION IS MADE NECESSARY 
BECAUSE THE UNITED STATES 
RAILROAD ADMINISTRATION

And the news has drawn loud and angry outcry 
from the protagonists of the class called the “consumers.” They complain 
that they will be crushed between organized labor on the one side, and a 
farmers’ trust on the other. The farmer, they lament, will be the most 
dangerous kind of profiteer. 

Well, keep your shirts on. Let us look into this thing. 

A Michigan farmer lately shipped to tiie city two bushels of early apples, 
which sold for $1.10 per bushel—total $2.20 for the load. His expenses were: 
Baskets, 40 cents; labor and spraying, 20 cents; freight and crating, 56 
cents; commission, 22 cents. His profit was 82 cents. The retail price we 
can, of course, only guess, as lie was through when he reached the commis¬ 
sion agent. But it is well that the city where he sold his apples was near by, 
so that tho freight and crating could he kept down to 56 cents. His original 
Investment is, of course, neglected. 

We can hardly blame the farmers for wanting to federate.
